Young Man Is Arrested With 
Stolen Goods in His 
Possession, 


GOODS VALUED AT $000 


ARE FOUND AT HIS ROME} 


Police Relieve J. D. Cash Is Respon- 
sible for All the Thefts Report- 
ed by the Managers of Office 
Baildings of the 
City. 


In the arrest late yesterday afternoon 
of J. D. Cash, the poiice of Atlanta be- 
lieve they thave the most 
capture of the vear, it being alleged that 
he is guilty of a long series of larcenies 
from office buildings. 

Th young man was apprehended just 
as he yas about to leave the English- 
Americey building with stolen -goods in 
his possession. iis capture ras et- 
fected by Hioward Geldert and R. F. 
Shoden and several others. His captors 
delivered him vificer Davis, by 
whom the ‘Wag sent to tthe police bar- 
racks, 

After this arrest the detectives searched 
his residence at 33 Larkin street, and 
found there than $500 woren of 
goods of all descriptions, 
which, it is alleged, had been stolen at 
different times from offices in the city. 
The police authorities state that they 
are ready to make fifteen cases, and 
possibly more against him, and that they 
feel his conviction on all 
charges. 

Long Series of Thefts. 

The long series of thefts in office 
buildings in the city starved about seven 
wecks ago, with the larceny of am over- 
coat from the office of a well-known eye 
specialist in the Prudential building. 
From this small beginning the operator 
in crime branched owt, and it was not 
very tong before the detective depart- 
ment of tthe city was receiving reports 
elmost every day of some new theft. 

The thief was not particular in his 
choice of goods.” The manager of the 
English-American building reports that 
a gun, a gold watch, pictures and a 
number of other articles, both usefiil and 
ornamental, were stolen from his 
building. 

In some cases he boldly entered recep- 
tion rooms of doctors and lawyers and 
almost @utted the places before he left. 
Several physicians have returney to their 
offices in the morning and have found 
that since the night before, when they 
left for thedr homes, all of the pictures 
in their reception rooms had been taken 
from the wall. 

Other doctors report the loss of valua- 
bie surgical instruments. The theif, it 
seems, has been willing to take almost 
anything he could lay this hands on.

Before he 
reached the foot he was caught anu 
turned dver to Officer Davis, who calle¢e 
a patrol wagon and sent him to the bar- 
racks. 

Detectives Lockhart, Roberts, Doyal 
and Lanford nwere sent to the home of 
Cash, where they, found his wife, a bride 
of only a few months, prostrated by 
the news of her husband's arrest, 

Valuable Office Furnishings. 


On searching the home they discovered | 


n $600 worth of office furniture, 

in the list being costly rugs, 
curta pictures, surgical énstruments 
clocks; .d other articles. 

Whenmsked about the presence of these 
goods in the house, Mrs. Cash repiied 
that ther husband had brought them 
ome from time to time ,alleging that he 
eot them at a bargain. She said that 
she had given him some of the money 
for their purchase. Mrs. Cash, who is a 
beautirul young woman, professed wtter 
ignorance of any wrongdoing by her 
husband. 

Cash was married last June. Since his 
wedding his wife has continued to work 
for a locai firm. It is alleged that her 
employers are not aware of her mar- 
riage. 

Cash, who says he is an employee of 
the Seaiboard, declares that he remem- 
bers nothing of his acts. He affirms 
that he was under the influence of alco- 
pol. Further than that he refuseg to 
discuss the matter except to say that he 
bought the goods found in his home 
from aman named McLean. 

The detectives are thorotghiy investi- 
gating the matter in order to find out 
if Cash had amy accomplices, He will

inary trial this afternoon.

Secretary of Treasury Strongly 
Denies That He Has Been 
Seeking Presidency 


HES ONLY A CANDIDATE 
FOR PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 


Allegations that He Has Been Cane 
didate for Presidency and Used 
Patronage to Inflate Boom 
are Denounced as Un- 


qualifiedly False. 


Washington, D. C., December !7.— 
Secretary Cortelyou, in a signed  state- 
ment given out tonight, pronounces as 
unqualifiedly false the current rumors 
of unduep olitical activity of his friends 
in forwarding a movement in his. in- 
terest. The secretary declares’ that 
neither he nor his friends have used 
their influence in behalf of any candi- 
date for the presidency, and that he has 
not been a candidate for anything but 
the confidence of the people. He adds 
that if he should hereafter decide to be 
a candidate for any office he will say 
so frankly. 

Cortelyou'’s Statement. 

The statement follows: 

‘December 17, 1907.—I do. not -know 
that I am called upon to make a state 
ment at this time, but in view of the 
various rumors in circulation as to the 
alleged political activity of friends of 
mine in my interest, I will say that 1! 
have not been a candidate for anything 
but the confidence of the people in the 
discharge of my duties as secretary of 
the treasury. I have not, in person, 
sought nor have the friends whose 
names have been mentioned in this 
connection sought to influence politi- 
cal movements in my interest: I have

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OUR NATIONAL SHAME. 


Whatever else the American people may have just cause to be . proud 
of—and there are many of our institutions whose foremost rank cannot be 


questioned—certainly they cannot point with any deep sense of gratification, 
‘to the record of that system which is designed for the suppression of 


crime. 
Statistics upon statistics have been quoted showing impressively an in- 


crease of criminal activity proportionately greater than the increase in 


population. 

And in all of these figures crimes inv olving the taking of, or attempt to 
take, human life predominate. 

The records of the Georgia penitentiary disclose the fact that approxi- 
mately three-fourths of its prisoners are there for crimes against hyiman life, 
practically one-third of the total number being under sentence for homicide 
in its various criminal degrees. 

But this is far from the whole story. The penitentiary records make no 
mention of the many murderers or would be assassins who escape detection 
and arvest: it likewise ignores the not infrequent acquittals wherein mis- 
taken sentiment or laxity of justice are fhe controlling influences. 


But the story is told and reiterated, it seems, in vain. 


Human life remains as cheap, almost, as in the days of the early settle- 


ments, when the shotgun was about the only available law.

—her full quota to the criminal clearing house of the nation. 

We have but to take the record of one day’s report as disclosed in Tues- 
day’s headline “Lavonia man kills two within short length of time;”’ from 
Valdosta.

. IN TIFTON EXCHANGE 


Crossing of Electric Wires Comes 
Near to Causing the Death of 
G. L. 

Ga., December 

George L. Norris, night operator in the 
Tifton telephone exchange, had a nar- 
row. escape from death last night. 

The exchange observes Sunday 
opening at 9 p. m. and Mr. Morris 
went into the office a few minutes be- 
fore 9 o’clock to open up for the night. 
When ne turned on the light in the 
main office he noticed that he felt a 
slight .shock, but thought nothing of 
it, end 2a few minutes later went into 
a small storage room in the rear of the 
office. It was pitch dark, and felt 
cver his. head for the drop light, to 
turn it cn. As soon as his hand came 
in contact with the swinging light 
received a shock that knocked him 
conscious. Fortunately, his weight, 
the light, which his hand convulsively 
clasped, tore it loose from the wall 
overhead, and he andysthe light fell to- 
getHMer to the floor. 

He was unconscious for some time, 
jbut finally recovered sufficiently to 
get to his home nearby, where, for 
nearly two hours, he was in great 
agony. 

The trouble was caused by the main 
electric light wire crossing the office 
light wire, near the rear of the tele- 
phone exchange. The electrician says 
there was 1,100 volts on the wire, and 
Mr. Morris rectived a voltage of about 
550, sufficient to have killed him _in- 
stantly, had not his weight, in falling, 
pulled the fixture from its socket. 

The floor of the exchange is cement, 
and owing to the recent rain that in 
the storage’ room was wet,.and Norris’ 
extended arm made the connection be- 
tween the light and the wet floor, and 
caused the shock to be severe as it 
was.

The son was markedly a degene- 
rate. He married a widow much older than 
himself, who had been hig mother’s waiting 
woman. Alexander let his queen rule him 
absolutely until at lasf, at her prompting, 
he suspended the constitution and governed 
by royal edict. He dared to do so, because 
he bellfeved that the army, at least, was 
faithful to him. 

In this- he wag grievousiy mistaken. At 
midnight an armed band of soldiers sur- 
rounded the royal palace at Belgrade. The 
leaders forced their way into the king's 
apartment. 

Alexander, roused from his sleep, snatched 
@ revolver from beneath his pillow, but in 
an instant he was shot down like a mongrel 
dog. Queen Draga, screaming with terror, 
sought to flee, but she and her brother were 
both riddled with bullets, and it is said that 
her body was first trampled on by the as- 
easgins and then pitched out of the palace 
window,

LORD KELVIN IS DEAD. 


Celebrated Scientist Expires at Glas- 
gow—Aided in Laying First Cable. 
Glasgow, December 1!7.—Lord Kelvin, 

the noted scientist, die@ today. 


William Thomson, first In*d Kelvin, 
was born at Belfast, Ireland, June 26, 
1824. He was a celebrated mathematl- 
cian and physicist, and occupied the 
chair of natural philosophy in Glasgow 
university from 1846 to 1899. He was 
knighted in 1866 and was created (‘Baron 
Kelvin in 1892. 

In the domains of heat, electricity and 
magnetism he was one of the great in- 
vestigators of the century. He invented 
a number of instruments used in naviga- 
tion and deep sea exploration, and took 
a prominent part in the laying of the 
first submarine cables in tg@e Atlantic.

New ‘York, December |7.—The scan- 
tiness of the money supplies keep the 
stock market dull and contracted, the 
speculative trade. materially, but tme 
tone of the market showed some relief 
to the heaviness that has weighed upon 
it for several days past. Prices showed 
small resiliency ,however, and the 
movement was dragging and hesitat- 
ing. Assistance towards resisting the 
mood of depression was affordéd by 
the news of the declaration of extra 
dividends of 2 per cent on Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central stock, the two 
most prominent subsidiaries of the 
New York Central. Lake Shore's semi- 
annual dividend of 6 per cent has been 
the regular rate only for two previous 
half years, and the same is true of 
Michigan Central's 3 per cent, the rate 
on Lake Shore previous to that having 
been 8 per cent a year, for three years, 
and on Michigan Central 4 per cent a 
year for eleven years The surplus 
from these dividend profits over the 
sum required to pay interest on the 
colateral bonds issued by the New 
York Central accrues to the New York 
Central treasury, which holds most of 
the stock of the two companies. There 
has been conspicuous selling of New 
York Central for several days On an 
assumption that its dividends will be 
reduced or paid in scrip by decision of 
the directors this week. The action on 
the subsilary stocks toay shook this 
belief an led to buying to cover shorts 
by the bears. Other stocks in the List 
showed' a similar condition of over- 
extension of the short interest follow- 
ing the recent active selling. This was 
true of American Sugar and to some 
extent of the copper sNMares, ‘The sus- 
taining effect on prices in genera] de- 
veloped only after a period of sharp re- 
cessions. The coalers were conspicu- 
ous in the decline, Reading leading. 
The weakness was attributed to reports 
of consultation among those interested 
in these properties to devise means to 
meet the requirements of the law for 
divestment of ofnership of coal] mines. 
Assertions accompanied these reports 
that difficulties were encountered in 
finding a feasible method of comply- 
ing with the law, which sgemed to 
threaten the necessity of suspension of 
business hy these companies when the 
law becomes effective on May |. The 
subsequent rally in the stocks pointed 
to a professional origin for much of the 
selling. The whole market in face, re- 
mained largely in professional mands 
and was narrow. Dividend prospects 
for individual stock formed the staple 
of the discussion. Money conditions 
were unchanged. The pre Wlum_ per- 
sisted on currency, eall loan rates went 
higher than yesterday and discounts 
rose in both London and _ Berlin. 
Fears of a severe money stringency 
over the year-end in meeting the n-- 
essities of that period affected these 
markets, and New» York's continued 
demand for gold aggravates the appre- 
hension. New York’s command of the 
exchange is explained by the November 
trade statement, which shows an ex- 
cess value of exports over imports tor 
the month of $93,665,751.
